— A diapatoh from 
Constantin-ople gives Dlie text oi tho 
Guar's message to the Sultau (isking for 
the cessation of hostilities as follows: 
" Your Imperial Majesty will not feel 
astonished by the fact that, encouraged 
by the evidence of sincere friendship 
iiiid neighborly feeling \vhieh oxiats be- 
twucn us, I take upon myself tlie taslc 
of nddreasins to Your Auf^iiHt .Sensibility 
my earnest exjjreHBion of the wisli 
tliat you will crown the heroic BU(JceBBas 
of your soldiers by a ensponsion of lioa- 
tilities. This is a (jourse which witl tje 
in entire act;ord with the iirmneae and 
poaceful moderation you evinced at the 
commencement of the campaign. Y'our 
Imperi.il Majesty will thus accomplish 
an act which will be entirely in con- 
formity with wisdom and moderation 
and which will serve to still further 
augment the respect and admiration you 
personally inspire and of which I will 
forever retain in memory. I pray your 
Imperial Majesty to be trood etioiij^li to 
believe in my unalterable friendship." 

The .Sultan replied, expresBing lively 
and sincere thanks, and informing the 
Czar that he had ordered the Turkish 
uonimanders to stop lightin'^'. Jn cou- 
elusion the Sultan said: "1 pray your 
Imperial Majesty also to take into coti- 
sideration that I was for friendly inter- 
vention of the powers to assure the re- 
establishment of peace, having for it.s 
result the safeguarding the rights and 
prestige of my government and the 
maintenance of ganeral peace." 

Athens, May 20.— Crown Prince Con- 
stantino to-day had a long conference by 
telegraph from Lamia with Premier 
Ralli.

Since the Nashville inventor of the 
flying macliiiie has proved by' practical 
demonstration that flying iiiacliines will 
fly, the skeptical world will be inclined 
to look with less suspicion upon Profes- 
sor Andree's long discussed proposal t,o 
reach the North Pole by means of a 
balloon. It was the intention of the 
Swedish aeronaut originally, to have 
started last year on his adventurous 
expedition into space, hut unfavorable 
conditions of wind currents, and later 
on, wet and tempestuous weather pre- 
vented the consummation of his plan. 
Tiic Indians of Northern British Coluiii- 
bia, not knowing of the postponement, 
strained their eyes in looking for the 
balloon that came not to them, until 
by reason of much expectation they 
they really imagined that they 
saw men and great scientific purposes in 
every passing cloud — and duly reported 
accordingly to their agents and guar- 
dians, 

i3ut time proved their errors, and 
much to the disgust of the red men of 
the north they were finally informed 
that they niiglit give over sky-gazing for 
a time, as the departure of the air ship 
from Sjiitzbergeu had been indefinitely 
delayed. 

Now the order has again gone forth to 
be' on the look-out, and the next few 
months should produce a largo and in- 
teresting volume of well authenticated 
reports from the most credible and re- 
liable chiefs of the northland. If the 
white men can see flying machines in 
the air why should not the Siwasb be 
allowed to view balloons? 

As was the case last summer, the Pro- 
vincial and Dominion authorities have i 
again this spring been communicate'i 
with by the ofhcers of the Swedish gov- 
ernment, and have been urged by the 
home authorities to lend Prof. Andreu 
and ids associates every possible assist- 
ance should chance drive them at any 
time in the direction of this province. 
The Indians are to be once more notified 
to be on the watch, and if the Swedish 
scientists come near British Columbia 
it may be counted upon tbat the world 
will not be long deprived of news of their 
arrival. 

According to the latest arrangements, 
Canada's Dominion Day is set as the 
date for the departure this year from 
Spitzhergen, and Professor Andree'will 
be accompanied by but two brother 
scientists, Mr. Nils Strindberg, aged 26, 
and Mr. ICnut Hjalmar Ferdinand 
Fraenkel, aged 27. In the event of 
either of these gentlemen being unable 
to take the venturesqme voyage his 
place will be filled by Mr. Clustaf Wil- 
helni Olaf Emanuel Swedenborg, aged 
2S. Probably all three svoald have been 
permitted to enjoy the wtrange ex- 
cursion but for the danger of 
their names over-ballasting the balloon, 
and preventing tho success of Professor 
Andre's chorislied experiment. He is 
more firmly convinced than ever of tho 
practicability of his plan since receiving 
the accurate and up-to-date information 
laid before the ftientific world through 
Nansen's recent expeditidn. Starting on 
July 1, if all goes well, the balloonist 
expects to reach the pole itself and be 
back in his native land before August — 
so greatly superior docs he consider 
aerial to all other navigation in the ex- 
ploration of the vastnessesof ttie frozen 
north. 

The Swedish government having par- 
ticularly requested that all iiossible pub- 
licity should bo given Professor Andree's 
intentions, a second notice to the public 
is now appearing in the British Cohmi- 
bia Gazette, in which "Her Majesty's 
loyal subjects throughout this Dominion 
are notified in the premises and 
are requested to give the explorers, 
should an opportunity present it- 
self, all the help in their power. 
If tlie balloon be seen only and no com- 
munication be had with the exploring 
party, it is requested that the following 
particulars may be noted and communi- 
cated either to a local newspaper or to 
some learned body, namely : the day and 
the iiour in wliieh the balloon was seen, 
the direction of the balloon, and tho di- 
rection of the wind. Should any acci- 
dent hi fall the explorers and should 
they arrive in any locality having lost 
the balloon, tho inhabitants are asked to 
give them all jiossible assistance."

Before going further I will 
say that with regard to his tirst infer- 
ence he ia quite right, 1 do not own any 
wild land; but with regard to his secpnd 
inference he ia (jinte wrong, for to say 
that " I know next door to nothing of 
the wilo lands of which I wrote," when 
I live next door to tliem, having driven 
over all the roads and used nearly all 
the trails, ia certainly rather wide of the 
mark. The general public who take an 
interest in this subject of decreased im- 
portation of butter and increased home 
supph' of the sumo, are the judges as to 
the competency of "Wild Land" 
with no cognomen or addreaa attached 
to his thoughta or inyaelf who lives in. 
the district spoken of, and makes ends 
meet by dairying aiul the inaniifienient 
of cattle. My statements are luisropre- 
sented in " Wild Land's " letter. I did 
not state that May and .luno and possi- 
bly a month in the fall are the only 
months in which there is grazing on the 
wild lands. What I did write and stick 
to is that those are the only mouths 
-when dairy cattle, cows giving milk for 
butter production, can graxe and he 
profitable without added feed of some 
sort, either coarse or coacentrated. If 
" Wild Land " wants to keep store stock 
he can graze them for more months than 
these, aa I stated in my letter; but, sir, 
you started the discussion of butter im- 
])ortatiun, and I have attempted to keep 
to tiie ([uestion and not shelve it aa baa 
been done by " Wild I^and." Neither 
liave I advocated the taking away of tlie 
wild land from its owners, I suggested 
and thoroughly believe that the wild 
land should be taxed, so aa to either 
cause them to be imjiroved by their pre- 
sent ownera or be placed upon the mar- 
ket at reaaonable prices, ao that others 
may go in and improve. The tying up 
of larfie quantities of wild land for specu- 
lative purposes ia what is objected to. 
How, in this arrangement there is no 
bullying the owners; they have a dis- 
tinct alternative and are judges of their 
own actions in the matter. Is the coun- 
try to be kept back by the greed of spec- 
ulators?— a fair (luealion requiring an 
honeat anawer. If these landa were im- 
proved, i.e., necessary buildings erected 
for the proper care ol cattle during the 
winter montlis, swamps drained and any 
hi;;lier lands !it for cultivation, of whicti 
I may aay without fear of contradiction 
tlutc there ia quite a quantity, cleared 
and sown down to tamegraas, wheat and 
VL'iches, etc., in the fall and cut for hay 
in the early summer, then, sir, will 
cows have a chance to show what they 
CAM do. During the summer months in 
thin wav they can pick up some grass 
which, Bupplementec^with bran and a 
liti le hay or green food, will cause them 
to i;ive butter, while during the winter 
njonths they would be properly fed in 
liai na for the purpose and still continue 
to supply the markets with that much- 
jii.'fded article. The rainy season, the 
fall and spring montlia, are in this way 
mili;;ed by growing the food for that 
lime of the year when no wild green food 
exists or certainly not in auflicient uuan- 
lilif 9 to help solve the butter problem. 
The system that mostly prevails at the 
prc.'ont time of producing large amounts 
of butter for two or three inontha in the 
spring and early summer, thereby glut- 
ting the market and ruining lixity of 
prices with a corresponding dearth of 
butter in the winter would thus be 
grmhially stopped and British Columbia 
would find, that which Eastern 
pnjvincea liavo already admitted 
that winter dairying pays as well aa the 
summer pro<laction of butter. " Wild 
Laml " speaks of the niiaerahlo bnikl- 
lUM on the wild land. knows as 

w-ll aa I do that the wild land lax ia not 
put upon lanil u|)on which there iin'. iin- 
pr(A'eiuent8, ami that 1 never even sug- 
gested the taxing of these " adiiiitteilly 
miserable buildings." ."^'o, sir, lux lands 
that are not improved, not built upon, 
not attempted to be used for the private 
and public weal, and thua help those 
whose taxes truly represent their toil 
and industry. " Wild Land " evidently 
has the mining fever very badly when 
lie writes of diamond drills, tons of 
dynamite and steam derricks, and jiro- 
l)ably started in to write a letter on 
mining, a subject that it ia to be hoped 
h(! more thoroughly underatiuids than 
he dues that of dairying. Corns pinched 
are very iiainful things; but, sir, it was 
quite unnecessary for " Wild Land " to 
have told us that he had a corn in llie 
shape of wild lanil ; anyone who read his 
letter would realize that, without apply- 
ing the X rays. He expresses the belief 
that our legislators will show more pro- 
found knowledge on this subject tlian 
myself. I hope, too, t:ir, that they will 
always do their best for the province at 
large, and will take up this subject with 
many others in a more enlightened, leaa 
narrow and less selQsh view than doea 
Wild Land."

To TiiK EniToit: — With your permis- 
sion I will add a little to the remarks I 
recently made concerning the unneces- 
sary importation of fruit, vegetablea, 
beef, etc. Almost as important as proper 
grading aqd careful packing ia the abil- 
ity to keep up a continuous supply of 
Foino favorite commodity. In converaa- 
tii,n with a large fruit seller yesterday, 
he told mo tliat he would be only ttjo 
hiippy to purchaae locallj' grown fruit, if 
the sellers would pay proper attention 
to grading and packing and would keej) 
up the supply in each branch aa long aa 
it was in season. \'egetal)lo and fruit 
tellers niuat have a full supplv of every 
«ni'-l(^ always on hatid, but tliia steiuly, 
1, ever-failing supply, especially in fruit, 
i- just what they eilnnot get without ap- 
jjcvlhig to foreign growers. The reason 



is not far to seek. We are still a young 
colony; our efforts in fruit culture have 
been so far tentative, a hard struggle to 
find out what is best suited to our cli- 
mate and most acceptable in the market, 
but by this timerlithlnk that we stiould 
have arrived at^defloite, conclusions and 
>be prepared ,(0 gd,»n fot.;ia feyv standard 
varieties of profitable: quality,-. ■ and if 
these few varieties are erown in 
abundance, properly graded and 
packed, foreign competition in simi- 
lar grades should be kept out. 
There al.ould I think be less mixture in 
orcharda, if a man grows cherries let 
him produce them in large quantities, 
of large, medium and late varieties, ao 
that the yjarties to whom ho sella can 
rely upon him for a steady continuous 
supply throughout the cherry seaaon, 
the eame with apples, poara, pluma, etc. 
Over production of any one fruit ahould 
not be feared now, in face of an increas- 
ing population ; it ia under production 
which deatroys the local chances, be- 
cauao it compels dealers; to look to other 
points for supply. Those energetic fruit 
growers in the neighborhood of Cedar 
Hill, I have no doubt could tell us ex- 
actly what to grow and how to do it, as 
far as the Jsland is concerned. In my 
last I attempted to ahpw.ihat in the pro- 
duction of beef we were somewhat' handi- 
capped, in that we had to feed heavily 
during the winter while our competitors 
over the border could winter their stock 
oftt of doors with very little feeding at 
all ; I raferred chiefly to Oregon whore 
I have had a good deal of ex- 
perience, and certainly their ad- 
vantage ill this leapect are con- 
siderable. But in Britiah Col- 
umbia the proportion of wild 
land available for stock* running ia ao 
very large in compariaon with the area 
of cultivable land, that the latter ia in- 
auflicient to grow enough winter feed for 
a full head of stock, while meeting at 
the same time the demands made upon 
it in other directions. And now let me 
make a suggestion, which I make in all 
modesty, as there are many others who 
know rnuch more of the siibject than I 
do. Ia there no fodder which we can 
introduce into our wild land which will 
stand the drought better than the wild 
vetch, and ao enable ua to fatten atock 
for a longer time than we can do now? 
1 have on several occasions noticed on 
lire swept areas in forest landa, the 
Bpontaneoua growth of a few plauta of 
die clover apeciea, forming good bunches 
and standing the drought far better than 
wild vetch. Have others noticed this? 
Are these chance planta of any recog- 
nized variety? I propoae to find out if 
I cannot get up a growth of this clover 
on an enclosed space where I have burnt 
oil' the everlasting sallal, and I shall be 
very glad to report the result.

THE POINT ELLICE DISASTER. 

■A representative of the Colonist 
cillcd upon a large number of busineBs 
men and property owners yesterday for 
the purpose of ^ettinj^ their views in re- 
gard to the di3i)03ition ot the Point 
EUiee damage case. The opinion of 
those who were seen seemed to be that 
the city would act wisely by conipromis- 
ing with the complainants on an equit- 
able basis, notwithstanding the great 
doubt existing ns to tbe city's liability 
in point of law. A moral obligation 
sei'ms to be recognized. JOven in tbe 
event of it being ultimately oRtablished 
that no legal responsibility rest upon the 
city, we do not think there is any dispo- 
sition to refuse to recognize the duty to 
compensate the auHerers in some mea- 
sure in the irreparable losses which th^y 
have Bustained, We surrender much 
space to-day to this eu^'rossing subject. 



THE PROPOSED PLEBISCITE. 

The government measure undbr which 
the (jueation of proiiibilion will be sub- 
mitted to the people will take that ques- 
tion out of the arena of mere sentiment- 
al consideration and make it severely 
practical. Several grave considerations 
must be taken into account. One of 
thesE is the question of revenue. The re- 
ceipts from customs and excise dues on 
spii ttuous liquors amount to about ifS,- 
OriD.OOO a year. This would have to be 
raised by some new species of taxation, 
and as all the indirect methods have 
been exhausted, a direct tax on incomes 
■would be the only one left to resort ;to. 
An income tax is a perfectly fair tax, 
and we make no oljjection to it on prin- 
ciple. "We are simply pointing out that 
till" tax will follow as as a matter of 
c uirse upon the adoption of a prohibit- 
ory 1.1W, and therefore tbe people of 
Canada, those who do not use spirituous 
liquors as well as those who do, will un- 
derstand that by voting for prohibition 
tbey are substantially declaring that a 
very large sura, now contributed 1o 
the revenue f)y those who use spirituous 
liquors, will thereafter be paid by a di- 
'recttax upon all the people. Some por- 
tion ol the !f8,000,000 would probably be 
received from duties on other articles, 
the consumption of which might be in- 
creased. 

But it is argued tluit under jiro- 
liibition the expense of government 
will be i]iuch less. This is an argu- 
ment that does not apply to the expense 
of tbe Dominion government except 
in a very inconsiderable degree.' It may 
be conceded that the general expense of 
roaintaiping police, taking care of paup- 
ers and some other pliaaes of government 
will be greatly lessened by a well-enfoi ced 
pvohibitory liquor law; but these are 
matters which come under tbe control of 
the municipalities and the Dominion has 
nothing to do with them, except in so 
lar as tbe expense of maintaining peni- 
tentiaries is augmented by tbe crimes 
due to over-indulgence in intoxicating 
]i(!Uor. 

Indeed, so far from'tlie cost of govern- 
ing the Dominion being reduced by 
Teason of prohibition, it would be very 
considerably increased, because of the 
HtafT of officers necessary to enforce the 
law. We have no means of estimating 
what this would be, but .several thousand 
miles ()[ land and sea frontier would have 
to be watched to prevent snuiggling and 
a federal constaljularj' would have to be 
maintained to prevent the illegal manu- 
taclure of liquors. To the amount 
necessary to be raised to malce np the 
deficit caused by the cessation of regular 
iinportsand legal nuinufactureof spiritu- 
0U8 liquors would have to bo added 
a very large sum tc covr- the cost of 
policing the whole country to pre- 
vent . smuggling and illicit distil- 
ling Tlio experience of those local- 
ities where tbe Canada Temperance Act, 
1878, was put in operatibn, is that it is 
idle to expect a prohibitory law to en- 
force itself. Those who count upon the 
ordinary police force of communities be- 
ing equal to the enforcement ot a general 
prohibitory law are simply unable to 
appreciate tbe casoi If the law la passed 
4t ought to be enforced, and it cannot be 
enforced except at great expense. 

It inust be kept in mind also that 
municipal revenues would be very great- 
ly reduced by the abolition of licenses 
for the sale of spirituous liquors, but it 
is [irobably true that, it the Dominion 
would be at the expense of seeing that 
the law is enforced the saving to the 
municipalities by reason of -the reduc- 
tion in pauperism, crime and immprnl- 



ity would more tlian ' eoanter-balance 

the loss of revenue. We are now sup- 
posing that the law is, as a matter of 
fact, actually enforced and tlie illicit 
niiinufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors is stopped, as far as it can be 
prevented by legal means. It might bo 
that the Federal parliament, having en- 
acted tbe law, would throw the respon- 
sibility of its enforcement upon the pro- 
vinces. Certain acts are declared by 
the statutes of Canada to bo crimes or 
misdemeanors, but parliament makes no 
provision for the prevention of them, 
and is at no expense as to the prosecu- 
tion of ofTenders, except to pay the sal- 
aries of the judges. It is very evident 
that in a province like British Columbia, 
where population is scattered and where 
sp many miners, prospectors, adven- 
turers and speculators^gatber, the ex- 
pense attending .'tlie eforcement of a 
prohibitory'law would be enormous and 
the measure of success would be com- 
paratively limited. On whom would 
the expense of this fall under a prohib- 
itory law ? 

Such are some of the practical ques- 
tions connected with the proposed ple- 
biscite that will have to be faced. 
Whether they are of a sufficient weight 
to counterbalance the benefits to be dfe- 
rived from prohibition we must leave 
each reader to determine for himself. 
At a later day we will probably have 
something to say upon the general ques- 
tion of prohibition. It is probably true 
that a majority of tlie people of Canada 
believe that it would be a good thing for 
the Dominion and its inhabitants to stop 
the importation, manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating liquors. It is probabh' 
also quite true that the ability of the 
people to jjay taxes would bo increased 
if there was not so great a waste of 
money, time and eneigy through the 
drinking habits of the people. But 
when it is proposed to ask the people to 
say whether or not a prohLbitory law 
ahall be enforced, the best friends of tbe 
atlirniative side of the issue must desire 
that the public shall be fully informed 
as to the questions involved, for if a 
popular verdict is secured on false pre- 
tences or under a misapprehension of its 
effects, it will not stand more than two 
voars on the statute book. 



ships will be of very great benefit to the 
whole cattle interest of Canada, and 
particularly to the live stock interests 
of Manitoba and the Northwest Terri- 
tories. , 
The greater quantity of both will 
doubtless go to Great Britain, as tJie 
production of these will be larger than 
required to meet local demands, and for 
the present year larger than to meet the 
demande of the rapidly developing 
mining regions in British Columbia iknd 
arouud the Lake of the '^'oods.. 

The mining boom will benefit the 
farmers. The farmers in Alberta will 
find an excellent market for butter, eggs, 
poultry, oats, and for flour and oatmeal 
from the Edmonton district, in the 
Kootenay and Kossland mining regions. 
At present the want of an efHcient cold 
storage warehouse as a diatiibuting 
centre at such a place as Kevelatoke or 
Nakusp is a serious handicap to Cana- 
dian farmers, who are competing with 
United States farmers whose products 
are sent in by way of Spokane Falls. 
From Spokane Falls butter and eggs and 
that class of products can be delivered 
to the mining campa in twenty-four 
hours; from Edmonton and Calgary the 
delivery takes from three to live days 
With a cold storage warehouse at a cen- 
tral point in the mining region, where 
four or live carloads could be held, 
prompt delivery could be made of the 
Canadian products in the best condi- 
tion. Tliat would be a sure, and, it 
seems to mo, a necessary means of cap- 
turing and keeping that nuu]>et for 
Canadian farm products. 



THE WEALTH OF YUKON. 

We reprint to-day some extracts from 

Mr. Ogilvie's report on the great gold 
fields on the Canadian tributaries of the 
Yukon. One can say without exaggera- 
tion that nothing like this has ever been 
told of any part of the world and if when 
the knowledge of what has been found 
fn that remote country becomes general 
there is not an immediate rush of miners 
, thitiier, all precedents will be at fault. 
I There is, of course, no means of approxi- 
I mating the amount of wealth that will 
be taken out of the country during the 
next few years, but obe thing is very 
evident, namely that thonsands of peo- 
ple will go into the country and will have 
to be fed and clothed while there. A 
very large number of these people will 
come out every fall and bring with them 
(juaiititics of gold. The}' are the freest 
people in the world with their money. 
When they strike civilization alter being 
months and perhaps years isolated in a 
sub-Arctic wilderness they want tbe best 
that civilization can afford and they are 
not very particular about the price they 
have to iiay for it. Most of them on 
coming out will go further than the 
Coast cities and see life during the win- 
ter in the larger cities of tiie continent, 
but they will sell their gold in Victoria 
and they will outfit here for their holi- 
days.

coin STORAGE. 

In tbe estimates as submitted to par- 
liament there is an item of .^80,000 for 
cold storage to be supidemeuted by .$"_'(), 
000 iiereatter. It is expected that seven 
teen vessels running from the Atlaniic 
coast to lOuropean ports will be equipped 
with mechan'cal cold storage apparatus, 
and cold storage warehouses will be pro- 
vided in Halifax, St. John, Charlotte- 
town, Quebec, Montreal, Toronto, Winni- 
\M'<1 and lievelstoke. That at Kevel- 
s'ink(! is t(j be ])i-ovided in antieiiiatioii ot 
the trade in dairy products from the 
Xortiiwest Territories. The government 
will supervise the construction of the 
buildings and wo gather from the state- 
ment of the Minister of Agriculture that 
the aid will take the shape of a live ]ior 
cent, guarantee of interept. On the sub- 
ject of cold storage in general as applied 
to the Xorthwest Territories and British 
Columbia, Pro.'essor Robertson, the 
well-known export, said recently : 

What 1 saw. and learned on this trip 
confirms my previous judgment that tbe 
shipment of dressed beef will ultimately 
add from'^10 to $15 to the value of every 
steer grown on the prairies. The trans- 
portation charges for the carriaue of 
ateers alive will average nearly ifliO per 
head ; the shrinkage in weight is from 
oO to 70 pounds per head ; the animals 
arrive in Great Britain with the tallow 
run o(l' their kidneys, and the tallow 
generally somewhat discolored. The 
beef also is quite dillorent from the beef 
from the same animals when Hlaughtered 
as they como from their i)rairio pastures. 
The carcases of the same ateers could be 
shipped as dressed beef at a coat not ex- 
ceeding $15 per head. The shrinkage 
during the journey would not be more 
than five or seven pounds per carcase, 
and all the eatable ofl'al, such as tongues, 
hearts and tripe, could be carrira in 
cheap boxes in cold storage. I think 
tbe cold storage service arranged for by 
the government on railways and steam- 



A Coi.o.NMsT reader thinks an editorial 
in yesterday's paper in regard to the 
Yukon gold fields may be misunder- 
stood.

Tlie 
CdLONisp's desire is not to detract from 
the reputation of the .Vlaskan gold de- 
posits, but to point out that the most 
valuable and most numerous discoveries 
are in Canada.

We liave 
long felt the need of a rcL'uhir daily fore- 
cast of the state of tlie weather, enabling 
those connected with sliiiiping to ascer- 
tain with some degree of accuracy what 
to expect in the Straits and at aea. 
To facilitate this we would lespectfully 
suggest that the storm aignalo be placed 
on the old custom house buildings over- 
looking tho hnrlior, where all can see 
them — a daily forecast with chart to be 
printed in the local press; communica- 
tion by tho existing telegraph wire with 
Oarnumah Point lightliruiae, and also by 
telegraph with liace llocka lighthoiiHO 
and other such stations aa may tie 
deemed necessary to enable the proper 
officer at Esiiuimalt to collect his data. 

''As an example of tho necessity of 
storm signals the experience of the gale 
of March last may be mentioned, when a 
small steamer with a valuable life was 
lost, which probably would not have oc- 
curred if theao warnings had been is- 
sued."

Business amongst the wholesalers ia 
just now in very satisfactory sliajjc, and 
in some lines is of much larger volume 
than usual, which goes to show that in 
spite of the general quietness the trade 
of Victoria is on tho increase. Tliis im 
provemeut is, according to a leading 
Wharf street inerchaut, very largely the 
result of new cllannels of trade bein 
opened through the establishment of 
many new mining camps on the Islr.nd. 
The Yukon trade about which so much 
has been said lina not yet appeared aa a 
very important factor in tho turn over of 
local merchants, although several report 
orders for goods to bo forwarded to tho 
ndnea in tho far north. Tiio few 
orders as yet i)lace(l iu Victoria 
are principally with wholesale grocers, 
in V4;hich connectioUv Messrs. Simon 
Leiser & Co. on Wednesday shipped 
a very large consignment "to San Fran- 
cisco in hiDUd for the YakcDtr a round- 
about route which mustnecessarily mili- 
tate against Victoria as a source of sup- 
])ly. But tho 'fact that it does pay to 
ship goods in this indirect manner would 
go to show that direct coniinunicationa 
with the new placers in the Nortli would 
Iniild up a very largo trade in this city. 
I'lie same firm will make another ship- 
ment over the same steuniahip lines next 
weel--,, and report that far northern or- 
ders are constantly on tho increase. 

The usual ([uota of grocers' staples are 
being shipped to the various mines in 
which lines the ilomand from Kooteuny 
|)oints continues on the increase. A 
new factor in the commercial world 
which made its appearance during the 
paat week were the camps situated on 
the Harrison river. Texada and the 
Alberni mines are ateady consumers, 
and Victoria merchants now look upon 
them as amongst their best cuatomera. 

Owini; to the limited scaling lleet this 
year the '.nisiness of outfitting for the 
season's .^ruiP" 'vas much below tho 
average, hut on the other hand the 
nnniber of new canneries which have 
been conatructe<l this year will more 
than make uj) for the delieienc}'. 

General (piiel prevails in the whole- 
sale dry goods lines, but this is the usual 
thing at this time of the year and as the 
spring trade was fully up to expectations 
and the future outlook ia particularly 
bright there can be no cause for com- 
plaint. In this line the many new 
mining camps are likely to prove lucra- 
tive and steadv customers for the usual

FttfminK inip!eraent8 and hardvvnre of 
all kinds are in active demand, and the 
leading (irnia report oxcBertingly pood 
bnsiiiets. Prospectors outfitting and 
mining suijplies of all kinds form a very 
largo piopertion of the stock being 
handled, and aa each new diBcovery of 
mineral lodes is made throntdiout the 
Iirovince, the hanlwai'c merchants oi 
S'ictoria feel the benelit. Clrcat things 
are expected in these lines from the |)ro- 
posed opening of the mines in the Klon- 
dyke and adjacent tiirritory to the trade 
oi" this city, and even us things are at 
present one firm has to report, the re- 
ceipt of several nniall orders for ship- 
ment to the Yukon. Caunerytnen are 
about this time drawing their season's 
re(|uirementB of hardware, which very 
materially adds to the business now be- 
ing transacted in iron and manufactures 
thereof. 

Between seed time and harvest is a 
lull time to those in the hay and feed 
business, but in mill atufl's the demand 
ia fairly active. During tho past three 
inontlia the amount of business done 
was much larger than usual, and the 
fact that farmers are now busy seeding 
iccounta for the luietness which now 
prevails. Looking tov.'arda tlie future 
dealers anticipate more than usually 
eavy crops of all kinds, and brisk trade 
will bo the order of the day. 

THE DAMAGE SUITS. 

Some Ratepayers Express Their Opinions 
as to the Recent Verdict Against 
tlie Corporation. 

Just what we expected," was the 
reply made yeaterday by a number of 
tlie heaviest taxpayer's who, however, 
lid not care to aee tlieir names in i)rint, 
wlien lifiked as to their opinion of the 
verdict in the ' Jordon damage suit de- 
ciiled against the city in \'ancouver on 
Wednesday. Out of a do;-.en gojitlenicn 
why were willing to expre.-is an ii]nnion 
only one took exce]ition to tlie verdict, 
and that was on the ground tliat it was 
not lair to hold the corporation solely 
responsible for the accident. 

" What else could Ijo expected," said 
one gentleman, " when we employ a 
council to look after the ljusiuess of the 
city and change them every year. What 
we want are commissioners whoai; terms 
of office will be during good behaviour 
and whose salary will be sufiicieuilv 
largo to make the situation an object to 
the very best talent. At iiresent wo have 
a coiiii)ctent enough proleasional stall', 
hut we make them de|)eiident for tlieir 
bread and buttiu- uiiou the good will oi 
an irresiioiisible body of men wliode 
chunci ;i lor re-election deiiend largely 
ujiou their ability as wire pullers." 

The idea whicti was advanced montiis 
ago by the Chief .lustico that the various 
c.laiiiis should be submitted to arbitra- 
tion found seconders in every case in 
which an opinion was asked on this sub- 
ject, and in some cases a hope was ex- 
preased that the city authorities would 
yet listen to reason, and if it were not 
too late yet that overtures should be 
made looking to a settlement of tho 
pending litigation before the enormous 
law cDiits incidental to fighting the cases 
had been incurred. That there was any 
chance oi the city's winning did not 
seem to enter the minds 6f the ratepay- 
ers interviewed. 

Ttie jury's answer to the third <iucs- 
tion was a staggerer to a great many, 
who at first sight failed to dis- 
tinguish between overloading the 
car and overloading the road-bed. 
And in this connection one gentleman 
thought that the Tramway company, 
who was making all the money tliroiigli 
being allowed to use the bridge free of 
charge, was morally resitonsiblo for a 
share of the damages. 

An alderman who was spoken to in 
the matter said that it was a moat out- 
rageous verdict and the Corporation in- 
tended to appeal the case and fight it to 
tho bitter end. " We have evidence 
that verv few seem to know about," 
continued the alderman, " and wliilo tho 
Corporation owns all the rest of the 
bridges within the city limits, that at 
Point Idlico was siiocially exempled. 
.Vnd besides this, do you know that tho 
contractors who built that bridge ad- 
vised the government at the time ])er- 
mission was first given the tramway 
to run their cars across, that the struc- 
ture was not Btrong enough for the 
traffic V No, I don't think the city was 
trciied fairly and I believe we will win 
ti:e case yet."

Text of the Summing Up of the 
Chief Justice at 
Vancouver, 



Qnestious Submitted to the Jury 
and on Which They Based 
Their Verdict. 



The Point Ellice case is exciting eo 
great interest in the city and its affects 
to Victoria are eo important that it is 
given here in full : 

The Cbiei Justice in summing up said : 
This ia an action by the widow of thu 
late Jesse B. Gordon, on behalf of her- 
self, two chiklren, aged 14 and ro 
sptictively, and one step-son, ajjed 20, to 
recover damages against the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria and the Coiisoli 
dated Kaihvay Company there, on 
count of the death of her hiisband, 
which occurred at Victoria on the litltli 
of May last whilst tlie deceased was 
riding" on a tranicar of the defendant 
company, and travelling over a bridi^e 
within the Corporation limits, under the 
control, power and management of the 
Corporation. For facility of expression 
I shall.ashas been done d'urinn the trial, 
refer to the City as the Corporation, and 
to the Tramway Company as the Com 
pany.. 

It seems that tlie 2Gth May was a holi 
day and that large crowds were attracted 
to a sham fight in the neighborhooii of 
Esquimau, and that the Company's cars 
ran there from Victoria, in the coarse of 
the journey passing over two Ijridges 
the 'drat the Koclc Bay bridge aiul the 
second Point i^Uice bridge. The de- 
ceased appears to have been one of th 
lirst to enter the car and to have securei 
a seat when the car was standing near 
Campbell's corner in the principa' 
thoEonghfare of the City. Immediately 
afterwards the car was thronged with 
passengers, which caused the deceased to 
relinquieh his seat to a female passen- 
ger. When the car started there was 
barely standing room, the number of 
passengers being estimated at 100, 
which number was not decreased, 
although some may have got on 
and off until the car reached 
Point Ellice bridge. Another car simi- 
larly loaded was just ahead of the c"ar in 
cjuestion, and had emerged from the 
bridge just as this one commenced to 
cross. It waa a truss bridge containing 
two spans, and upon reaching the first 
span it collapsed. The car plunged 
through into the water below, and tifty 
and more passengers, including the 
plaintiff's husband, Jesse B. Gordon, 
were drowned or killed by the falling 
timbera, I will deal with the cases 
against each defendant separately ; first, 
that against the Corporation, then that 
against the Company. Although at the 
time of the disaster the bridge was un 
questionably within the limits and un 
derthe control of the Corporation, it 
was not so at the time of its 
construction. It waa built by the 
Government in 1885, and was then 
outside the City limits. The limits were 
extended in 1S90, the extension taking 
effect on January Sth, 1891, so as to 
expressly include Point ICUice bridge. 
The Corporation has supreme power 
over the bridges within its limits under 
section 50 Municipal Act subsections 122, 
12S) and 13G. The Corporation ^had by 
by-law given permission to the Tram- 
way Company to lay tracks and operate 
tramways upon the streets and bridges 
within the. limits of the City, subject to 
their sapervision and conteol. This 
was before the extension of the limits 
and consequently did not include Point 
Ellice bridge. Section ID, subjection (a) 
of the Municipal xVct, 1S02, provides 
that in case an addition is made to the 
limits of any municipality the by-laws 
and resolutions of such municipality 
shall extend to sucli additional limits, 
/nd shall continue in force until altered 
or repealed by the Council. "Whether 
this provision gave the Company 
power to «run tramways over Point 
Ellice bridge we are not concerned to en- 
quire, aa antecedent to the extension 
the then tramway company had under 
an act of the legislature power to con- 
struct, maintain and operate their tram- 
way over any highways or bridges be- 
tween Victoria and the town of Estjui- 
nialt which would, of course, include 
Point Ellice bridge. That power tlien 
was subject to the supervision of the 
Chief Commiesiouer of I^anda and 
Works, but from and after the extension 
it is clear under section 10 of the Muni- 
cipal Act, 1892, and the by-law of the 
City, that the power of supel-viaion was 
transferred to the Corporation. This ia 
rendered additionally clear by Cap. 01) of 
1S94, section 12, and its eub-section.s 
placing tlie supervision and control 
wholly in the hands of the Corporation 
and their officers, and ever since the 
extension of the limits, the Corporation 
have exercised this control. In the 
year 1892 an accident occurred on tlio 
same bridge, to the same car, by the 
breaking of one of the beams, but for- 
tiinately uiiaUended with diHiiatrouscon- 
sequenceu. Tlie Corporation then re- 
paired the bridge themaelvcu and author- 
ized the Tram Company to also make 
certain alterations, of which repairs and 
alterations I shall speak again directly. 
I refer to them iu this connection as in- 
dicating the entire control and owner- 
ship which the Councl)> exercised over 
the bridge. Moreover it was then' re- 
planked and the Corporation appro- 
priated the old planking and sold it. In 
view of the statutes, by-laws and uctiona 
of the Council, it is idle for them now to 
contend that they did not control the 
bridge and supervise the operations of 
the Tramway Company. It, however, 
becomes necessary to still farther con- 
sider the repairs and alterations made in 
1892, what caused them and how they 
wer.B executed, for the liability of the 
Corporation at least seems principally to 
turn on these questions. 

The first thing which must have at- 
tracted their attention to the state of the 
bridge was a letter from a practical 
bridge builder, Mr. Theodore P. West, 
whpnad recently built a bridge runnin;; 
parallel with this oue, viz : the railway 
bridge crossing the harbor to the south 
of this one. His letter ia important so I 
ahail read it in full. (Letter read.) It 
aeems that tiio City l^ngineer minimieed 
the danger bo graphically and forcibly 
pointed out by Mr. West and that the 
Council hv II majority, lufltained the 
Engineer against the protests of Alder- 
men Smith and Ricliards, who gave evi- 
tience before you, and being both prac- 
ueal men, and one of them presumably 



conversant with the plans and apecifica- 
tiona of the bridge, they examined the 
bridge, and came to the conclusion, and 
80 reported to the Council, that the 
bridge was unsafe. Now I waa much 
impressed, and I am sure you must have 
been too, with the clear and common 
sense light in whicli Mr. OaDsidy put the 
action of the majority in sustaining the 
engineer, who had reported favorably to 
the bridge. His argument I am sure 
was unanswerable. When you have an 
engineer you repose confidence in him, 
and so long as you do so it is not for 
members of deliberative bodies to oppose 
their own professional views to his. If 
you havenotconfidencoin your engineer, 
discharge him and get one in whom you 
have, but so long aa he baa your confi- 
dence, it can only create disoider if his 
opinions and advice are to be set aside. 
So I think the Council mast ba exoner- 
ated from all blame so far. But they 
did not act on thia principle afterwards ; 
unfortunately not. The accident of 1S92 
happens and Mr. Wilmot, the engineer, 
writes them on the loth June, 1992, re- 
porting the accident and its tem])orary 
repair, but that eight more beams 
arc rotten and he recommends iron 
beams throughout at a cost of 
^1,500. Nothing seems to have 
been done until the 29lh of June, when 
ho writes thia letter : " I beg to call your 
attention to the fact that tranicars and 
heavily loaded wagons still cross Point 
Ellice bridge, although that structure 
waa reported unsafe for such traflic at a 
meeting of the Council on the 15tli iust. , 
and a notice to the same eReut published 
in one of the daily newspapers. If the 
bridge is not closed at once a eerioua 
accident is liable to occur at any mo- 
ment, as the bridge is in a decidedly 
dangeroua condition." In reBiionse to 
this stirring appeal the Council author 
i/.ed not iron beams at ."f 1,500, but" wood 
lloor beaujs," estimated cost ^oiiO. How- 
ever I must in this connection call your 
attention to Mr. Wil loot's excuse tor the 
Council, that wood beams were aa good 
but would not last so long. A great ilea 
baa been said against ISIr. Wilmot in this 
case, but if his advice about the iron 
beams had been taken, would thia 
calamitj', in human probability have 
happened ? 

However, so far the law imposes no 
liability on the Corporation. They may 
be prosecuted by indictment for failure 
to repair and maintain high ways and 
bridges, nonfeasance as It is called, but, 
by personal action, not. At least for the 
purpose of your finding that is the law 
which I have to lay down. The only 
thing for which they are liable is some ac- 
tive wrongdoing or misfeasance. Wheth- 
er such misfeasance is establislied by the 
fact that the running of 20-ton tram cars 
wag permitted over a bridge intended for 
no such traflic may be a matter to be here 
after considered. At present, in point of 
law I think not, for the Legislature Iiad 
given the distinct privilege of running* 
over the bridge. What you have to turn 
your minds to now ia the way in which 
the alteratious and repairs were made in 
1892. Was there misfeasance then— I am 
dealing only with the case of the Corpor- 
ation, and in this connection I must 
tell you that the Corporation is equally 
liable for any wrongdoing of the Com- 
pany in respect of the alteration and re- 
pairs to the bridge as they are for their 
own. What the Tramway Company did 
waa under the authority and supervision 
of the Corporation, and was aa much the 
work of the Corporation aa if they iiad 
done it themselves. (See exhibit 11, Wil- 
mot letter of 29th July.) Now the work 
done by the city was: nine new lloor 
beams put in ; the substitution of stir 
rups. or irons going round the beams, 
for yoke hangers, which were bored 
through the beams ; and replanking the 
qridge diagonally. The work of the 
I'ramway Company was the putting in 
of longitudinal strineers, 10x12, under 
each rail for the length of the bridge, 
and divididg the planking into sections, 
thus enabling them to lay their rails 
(T rails being euljstituted for the previ 
0U3 Hat rails) upon the stringers instead 
of upon the planking aa theretofore. 

As we all understand, the yoke hang 
era, or stirrups, aa the case may be, are 
moat important factors in the bridge, for 
by them were attached to the beams the 
diagonals, counters and paraphernalia 
which held the structure together. If 
pne of them givea way the whole affair 
coliapees. Of these yoke hangers or stir 
rups at least one did break on the occa 
aion of the disaster, and here I wish to 
correct a wrong impression under which 
I labored, and BO expressed myself dur- 
ing the trial, as to the broken yoke hang- 
er, I gathered from not closely enough 
following the evidence, that this broken 
hanger was one of the welded stirrups, 
and had broken at the weld. If so, the 
liability of the Corporation would have 
been complete. But upon reading the 
extension of the shorthand notes, I And 
I was mistaken, and that the broken 
hanger referred to by Mr. Vorko wiiBone 
of the ori^iiiiil yoke hangers. Yorke 
leaves tliis! in iloubt, but ihe ovideni,'e of 
Jiell clcaia it up. Hut there is more 
about the i-ulistituted stirrupa thiin this. 
Tlie UMdip))Uted evidence of I\I(dnl,osh, 
who dill the i.'-92 Corporation ropairH by 
day work, provits thiU in.~tead of provid- 
ing new irons altogether for the stirrnjia, 
le had them manufactured out of the 
yoke hangers, and in order to do thia 
they had. to bo lengtliene<l, anil this 
'oiigtheniiig was done by taking llieiii to 
a blackHniilh, and two fresh pieces of 
iron in each hanger, welded or spliced 
in between the screw thread and the 
rest of the iron. Thus there wore four 
welds in each stirrup, and IG stirrups, or 
four tiincH 10 welds for the whole work. 
ThcHc welds were made by the black- 
smith without supervision of any kind 
or character, and wdiether badly or 
perfectly made is wholly conjectural and 
you have heard the evidence as to the 
treacherous character of welded iron. 
Moreover, wo have nothing to show 
whether any of these stirrnps broke or 
not, or whether one of them waa the 
hrst to break. In thia view of the mat- 
ter, the failure of the defendant Corpor- 
ation to call any testimony is important, 
and as the whole, or nearly so, of the de- 
bris of the bridge ia in their posaession, 
the failure to produce it and satisfy you 
by incontrovertible evidence, viz., the 
production of the stirrups themselves, 
or at least by the evidence of those who 
had examined them at the first, that 
none of the stirrups were broken, at 
least at the weld, is remarkable. Mr. 
Bell'a report ni)on the whole thing after 
sixty days' examination, and which 
would presumably clear the matter up, 
is kept from you, so far as tlio evidence 
shows, because the Corporation will not 
pay him for the services ho has rendered. 
Mr. Wilson dwells upon all tlieae things, 
and properly so. If a prisoner in a 
crimical cases declines, now that he has 
the privilege, to go into the witness box, 
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Under ennncnl scicntljic control.

i\ strong presumption of guilt arises 
against him, althpuglv in mercy to 
a supposed criminal, the law permits 
r.o comment or allusion to be made on 
I his/ailure to go into the witness box. 
'wIn-a;civU case, if a party withholds evi- 
dence, ocular or verbal, which would de- 
cide the case'fdr or against him, it is the 
Bubject of the gravest ' comment. I am 
(not Bnre that this inference ^'against the 
*Olty ianot displaced in thia-case; whilst 
the wreckage is in possession of the City, 
it is at the garb:ige wharf, and the plain- 
tifl'can inspect it as well as anyone else, 
that is, what of it remains there; and 
"we have also the evidence of Bell that 
so far as he recollects, there was only 
nne broken yoke hanger or stirrup. But 
then he tella us, and tliis is moat import- 
ant again, that there was one missing 
yoke hanger, or stirrup. This miss- 
ing stirrup, if it be one, or yoke hanger, 
might, and probably would, tell the 
whole tale. In the absence of evi- 
dence by the City, and of Mr. 
Bell's sixty day's investigation, which 
the City might have brought before you, 
it is for you to draw your own inferences 
and conclusions, whether favorable to 
the Corporation or unfavorable. You 
will also consider what eflect, if any, the 
laying of these two stringers by the 
tramway company to carry the rails had 
on the Btability of the bridge, whether it 
unduly increased the load, and also the 
effect of cutting the planking, whether 
the act had or had not any effect by 
casting the weight on the already over- 
burdened side, where the rails were 
laid, inste.Til of in some measure distrib- 
uting the burden. There is also eoine 
evidence to hIiow that the constant 
screwing up ot tiie braces was injurious. 
Tliese are all matters for your considera- 
tion as against the Corporation. 

Now about the Tramway Company. 
Very little of what I have been, saying 
<!an be made to apijly to them. You 
must always bear in mind that they 
came into prominence only on the lat of 
May, or a little over three weeks before 
the disaster. Their neglects or defaults 
date only from then, for, althougli Mr. 
AVilson was to furnish nie with authori- 
ties showing that the Railway Company/ 
were responsible for tlie acts and de- 
faults of their predecessors, he has not 
done so, and, as at present advised, lam 
of opinion that tliey are in no way 
responsible for the doings of any com- 
pany whicii preceded them. It was 
hinted by Mr. Wilson that the change 
of companies was only a shuflie, but 
there is nothing to show that it was not 
bona fide, and indeed Mr. jMcKilli- 
gan's testimony "shows it to have 
been so. He was appointed Eeceiver by 
the Supreme Gonrt and continued as 
such until the debenture holders took 
charge and he became Receiver for them, 
and BO continued until the lirat of May, 
"when the uew^ company presumably 
under purchase from the debenture 
holders, took charge, wiping the former 
Company altogether out of existence. 
From the 7tli of June, 1SI)5, until the Sth 
of January, "JG, the property was in the 
hands and management of the Supreme 
Court, and the evidence shows the same 
cars and traffic were operated on the 
bridge as afterwards. If the accident 
had happened then who would have 
been responsible? The new company 
merely carried on thebusinesain the same 
ivay as had been going on for the pre- 
ceding four year. Nothing had hap- 
pened to cauee them to doubt the auf- 
nciency of the bridge and in the three 
weeks they had had possession they could 
liaritly be expected to have made an ex- 
amiuatioii ■ However, they were fully re- 
sponsible for the manner in which the 
cars \vere managed on the 2Gtli of May, 
ami if the car was overloaded and liii- 
bility ensues for such overloading, they 
are responsible therefor. It has been 
urged that the unfortunate Mr. Gordon 
brought about his own death by volun- 
tarily travelling in an overloaded car, 
was guilty of contributory negligence as 
it is called. 1 do not think that is so. 
Con t r i bu to ry n egligence cannot be shown 
by establishing the fact that if the suf- 
ferer had taken Bome course or exer- 
cised some precaution or* control alto- 
gether antecedent to the happenning, 
the accident might not have occurred. 
A man cannot be deemed guilty of con- 
tributory negligence if he does what 90 
out of every 100 would do and not one 
man out of a hundred would have hesi- 
tJted to have crossed Point Ellice bridge 
ill the car tliatday, loaded although it 
\va.H. You need not trouble youreelves 
about that question, that is the contri- 
butory negligence of Mr. Gordon having 
brought auout hie own death practically. 

(His Lordship then put to the jury the 
questions numbered 1, 2 and 3 as be- 
low.) His J..ordBhip continued : After 
having answered the above questions, 
please say whether in your belief any of 
the substituted stirrups put in by the 
Corporation broke either at the welds or 
otlierwise. These iiuGstions, if exhaus- 
tively answered, as 1 have no douljt lliey 
will be, ouglit to decide the case. Mr. 
■\Vilgon, however, has asked me to submit 
a numljer of other <|ue3tiona of which I 
allow the following : (Uia Lordship then 
put the further questions below.) 

His Lordship continued : Having dis- 
posed of these questipna, you will then 
turn your attention, if .necessary, to the 
(luest'ion of damages. Damages are en- 
tire as liiiaiiist botii defendantB if liable. 
In liitimatiiig tiieni, we must discard all 
eentiment and feeling. They must not 
be vindictive or exemplary, simply be- 
cause YOU may think the Corporation or 
the Ojinpany had l)oun negligent, oroven 
unpnrdonably reckless. You must re- 
member in the case of Corporation that 
it is a body of innocent rateiniyora who 
will have to foot the bill. Xot the ofli- 
cers or members of the Corporation any 
further than as ratepayers. Y'"ou must 
give Mrs. Gordon fair and . reasonable 
compensation for hei pecuniary loss, not 
damages for the'iJajU and Borrow of being 
deprived of her husband, or the children 
of their father. , In.eatimating thia, you 
are by no means bounS to calculate his 
life and income upon insurance princi- 
ples and allow the plaintiU" the capitally 
zation of her hushand'a income of $125 
per month during the whole of his ox- 
l)ectant life of 'il yeara. To do so would 
be to leave wholly out of consideration 
the contingciicies of existence and for- 
tune. Mr. Gonlqn might have been 
earniuL' an income of ifl-o tins month, 
and the next, thropgh no fault of 
his, he might liave l)een out of em- 
ployuient, without any prospect of work, 
and his wife and children dependent 
upon him. Or, on the other hand, ho 
might have been stricken with ])aralysia 
or some other disease which would ren- 
der him helpless for his expectant life, 
even if he bad lived to the last day. . All 
«uch contingencies have to be taken into

month. Y'ou must take into full consid- 
eration the risks and nbancea of life, and 
return such a fair and reasonable amount 
as Uaking also into account that, through 
her husband's prudence, Mrs. Gordon 
baa already received ifu.OOO) you think 
she ought fairly' to receive. 
The questions aubmitted were: 

I. Q. : What was tlif in-oxiiiKile, tliiit is 
to say, the iiiuncdiali; causo of the acci- 
dent?

The coming 
of the numerous fleet of veasels to the 
Royal Roads for orders last year was not 
a mere happening ; it waa a precedent 
adopted that will be followed up more 
extensively during the coming months, 
the plan having been found to work 
alike to the advantage of the sailing 
master and the charterer. 

'• Why," said a shipping man yester- 
day, " the greater number of sailing ves- 
sels visiting Northern Fauifio waters are 
under the British and Norwegian ilaga 
and these find it of greater coD' 
venienco to come to a British 
jiort of call than to go elsu- 
wlieri! for orders. Therefore, the 
Royal Roads being centrally located bO' 
tweeu all British Columbia and Wash- 
ington points, its advantages are bound 
to bo recngniiced by sailini; naen." 

-Va will ho retnenibcred nianv of the 
Meet in the roada went from here to 
Portland last year, having first received 
orders to come North ol! the coasts of 
Oreiron and California, and it is probable 
this will he the course of all the inde- 
linite charters again this year. Tht;

In Mr. Wm. Ogilvie's report on the 
Yukon district tales of fabulous wealth 
are told, which, coming from any other 
ource, would be received wjtli much 
doubt. But the statements from the 
government explorer aro such as to chal- 
lenge confidence. Writing to the gov- 
ernment from Fort Cudahy on Septem- 
ber (5, 1890, Mr. Ogilvie says: "lam 
very much pleased to he able to inform 
you that a most imtiortant discovery of 
gold has been made on a creek called 
Bonanza creek, au allluent of the river 
known here as the Klondike. It is 
marked on the inaps extent as Deer 
river, and joins the Yukon a few miles 
above the site of Fort Reliance. The 
liecovery was made by G. W. Connack, 
.vlio worked with me in 18S7, on the 
coast range. Tlio indications are that 
it i.s a very ricli location — indeed, the 
richest yet found — and as far as work has 
been carried on it realizes expecta- 
tiou.s. It is only two weeks since 
it waa known, and already about ^iOO 
jlaiiiis hav(; been staked on it, and the 
•reeic is nut yet exhausted. It and its 
l>i-aiichea are considered good for oO'J or 
100 claims. Besides these there are two 
other creeks above it, which, it is con- 
lidently expected, will ^icld good pay, 
and if they do so we will have from 800 
to 1,000 claims on this river, which will 
reijuire more than 3,000 men for their 
proper working. BetweSnDeer river (or 
Klondike) and Stewart river a large 
creek called Indian creek flows into the 
Yukon, and rich jirospecta have been 
found on it, and no doubt it is in the 
gold-bearing country between Klondike 
and Stewart rivers, w!iich is considered 
by all the old miners the best and nio.st 
extensive goid country yet found. Si'ores 
of them wuiiKl ]nus]iect. it but for the 
f.ict that they cannot get provinioiis np 
there, and it is too far to boat tlieiu up 
from here in small boats. This new find 
will neitessitate au upward stop 011 the 
Yukon, and hel|) the Stewart river 
region. 

" News has just arrived from Bonanza 
(;rcek that three men worked out .^75 in 
four hours the other day, anda.$l,L'UO 
nugget has been found, which assures 
the character of the ground, naiiioly, 
coarse gold and plenty of it, as three 
times this can be done with sluice boxes. 
You can fancy the excitement here. It 
is claimed that from .$100 to $500 per day 
can he made od' the ground that has Iuhmi 
prospei^ted so far. As we have about lUO 
claims on Olacier and Miller, with :!0l) 
or 400 in this vicinity next year, it is im- 
perative that a man he sent in hero to 
look after tlieso claims and all land mat- 
ters, and it is almost imperative that the 
agent bo a surveyor. Already on Bo- 
nanza creek they are disputing about the 
size of claims." 

As might be supposed, the discoverv 
cau.sed great excitement. Of this, un- 
der date of November 9, Mr. Ogilvie 
says: " When it was fairly established 
that IJonaiiza creek was rich in gold, 
which took a few days, for Klondike had 
been iirosiiecled several times witi 
encouraging results, there was a great 
rusli from all over tho country adjacent 
to Forty Mile, The town was almost 
deserted. Man who had been in a 
chronic state of drunkenness for weeks 
were pitched into boats as ballast, and 
taken up to stake tbemeelvea a cdaim, 
and claims were staked hy men for 
their friends who were not in tlie coun- 
try at the time. All this cave rise to 
such conflict and confusion, there being 
no one present to take chargeof matters, 
the agent being unable to go up and at- 
tend to tho thing, and myself not yet 
knowing what to do, that tho minora 
held a meeting, and appointed one of 
themselves to measure oil' ami. slake 
th© claim?, and record, tho owner's name 



in connection therewith, for which he 
got a fee of $2, it being, of course, under- 
stood that each claim- holder would have 
to ret;ord his claim with the Dominion 
agent, and puy his fee of $10. 

" Before closing, I may say that every 
report that comes in from Bonanza creek 
is more encouraging than the last. 
Prospecting has only begun, and up to 
tho date of mailing, November 22nd, 
very rich prospects have been found on 
the few claims prospected on ; from one 
dollar to the pail of dirt up to twelva 
dollars are reported, and no bed rock 
found yet. This means from .$1,000 to 
$12,000 a day per man sluicing. The 
excitement is intense, but at this season 
of the year it is naturajly very local." 

Again, on December 0th, Mr. Ogilvie 
adds: '' Since my last the prospects on 
Bonanza creek and tributaries are in- 
creasing in richness and extent until 
now it ia certain that millions will bo 
taken out of the district iu the next few 
yeara. On some of tlie' claims prospected 
tho pay dirt is of great e:^tent and very 
rich. One man told me yesterday that 
he washed out a single ])an of dirt on one 
of tho claims on Bonanza, and found 
$1-1.25 in it. Of course that may be an 
exceptionally rich pan, but $5 to $7 per 
pan is the average- on that claim, it is 
reported, with five feet of pay dirt and 
the width yet undetermined; but it 
is known to be 30 feet. Even at th.at 
figure, the result at nine to ten pans to 
the cubic foot and 500 feet long, will be 
nearly $4,000,000 at $5 per pan, One- 
fourlh of this would be enormous. 
Another claim has been prospected to 
such an extent that it is known there is 
ahout five feet pay dirt, averaging $2 per 
pan, and width not less than SO feet. 
Enough prospecting has been done to 
show that there are at least 15 miles of 
this extraordinary richness, and tho in- 
dications aro that wo will have three or 
four times that extent, if not all equal to 
the above, at least very rich." 

The last reference to the discovery is 
on .January 28 of this year, when Mr. 
Ogilvie concludes: "Placer prospects 
continue more and more encouraging 
and extraordinary. It is beyond doubt 
that three pans on different claims on 
Eldorado turned out $20 I, .$212 and $316, 
hut it must be borne in mind that there 
were only three such pans, though there 
were many running from $10 to $50."

There are (juestions ponding with the 
I'nited States regarding boundary lines 
ill many portions of the Dominion. The 
most important is in regard to the 
boundary between British Columbia and 
the State of Washington. Some of the 
richest gold fields on the continent lie 
close to the border there, Rossland itself 
being only eight miles from the line. 
Some four years ago the government of 
British Columbia directed attention to 
tho lack of boundary marks. The com- 
pletion of the Alaska survey set free last 
year Messrs. Mc.\rtliur and St. Cyr of 
the boundary commissioners' staff to 
look into tho matter. Deputy Minister 
Burgess says : " It seems, however, that 
there ia a complication on this part of 
the -llUli parallel, over and' above that 
duo to tho mere lack of monuments. It 
appears that for a considerable distance 
ill the Boundary Creek and Grand Prairie 
legions there is evidence of two lines 
having been surveyed, marked and cut 
int. These lines are about 100 yards 
apart ; both, it is stated, are equally well 
cut out, and were apparently run about 
the same time, but the monuments on 
the northern line are pulled down very 
completely, while those on the south 
hue are standing in good condition, 'fo 
tiir cast of Boundary Creek the inounu- 
nifias are in ruins in the south line and 
aio standing on tho north line, while at 
Boundary Creek there are monuments 
standing on both lines. At Grand 
Prairie tho land ia being farmed by 
United States citizens up to the north 
line. There is nothing of record hero in 
connection with the survey of the inter- 
national boundary which would throw 
any light tipon this complication, and 
the condition of affairs is one which may 
possibly lead to grave trouble, especially 
in view of the fact that this portion of 
the boundary is in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the recently discovered rich 
mineral depositsof the Kootenay mining 
region. 

To fully ascertain the meaning of this 
duplii;ation of lines, it will be necessary 
to obtain from the Imperial authorities 
a copy of the fiekl notes of the line 
which waa surveyed by the Royal En- 
gineers, in concert with a United States 
com mission, about ii5 years ago. Mr. 
Johnston, chief geographer of this de- 
partment, was sent to England last June 
to procure copies of tho field notes and 
descriptions of this as well as of other 
portions of the lino between Canada and 
the I'nited States. The lack of tho or- 
iginal survey records of those portions 
of the boundary which have been defined 
not by natural features but by artificial 
monuments is seriously felt when a 
re-establishment of the line or, as in 
this ease, a supjdementary determina- 
tion is desired. Mr. Johnaton'a 
unfortunate illiiesB, however, rendered 
hia return necessary before his object 
bad been accomplished. In the mean- 
time the services of Messrs. McArthur 
and St. Cyr have been utilized towards 
making a connection between the Do- 
minion lands surveys of the railway belt 
at Reveisfoke and the boundary line at 
tho place mentioned. Their trinngula- 
tion, when finished, will serve not only 
to define the astronomical position of 
the points in question, but will also af- 
ford points of connection for the explora- 
tions of the geological survey in the 
Kpotenay mining region. Unfortunately, 
on account of the excessive quantity of 
smoke from bush fires and unfavorable 
weather in the early part of the season, 
their survey has not been completed. The 
terminal point is near the town of Na- 
kusp, ahout midway between Rovelstoke 
and the boundary lino. Another season's 
work will be necessary to complete the
